With  a  few  exceptions,  all  Aquarium  Plants  require  at  least  tbroe  to  five  hours  of 
sun  per  day,  or  tho  oquivalbn¥  in  strong"  electric,  light  over  the  aquarium.-  Plants 
not  given  sun  usually  deteriorate. 

Light  is  also  necessary  for  most  Fish,  as  many  varieties  of  Tropical  Fish  got  tho 
disease  eg  j led  ^'Rickots^^,  this  because  aquariums  are  kept  in  places  whorY  no  sun- 
1  ight  roacb.0 s  tkom»  Under  such  conditions  thoy  soon  got  a  caved  in  look  and  do  not 
last  long#
